Your careful consideration of ‘the ee a: oH neni aa 
school law is respectfully requested. By the new law _ 
dealing with the distribution of the school fund, Buxton — 
has lost in the financial return owing to the small school - 
population. Part of this return is on the basis of the 
school census. The state apportions $3 for every pupil 
between the ages of 5-21; $100 is allowed for every 
teaching position or fraction thereof; and the rest of the 
school fund is distributed on the basis of the wgerepate 
attendance. 

There has been a marked improvement in attend- 
ance in most of our schools. Not only is regularity of 
attendance very urgent from the last feature of the new 
law, but it ‘is a most essential factor in securing good 
school work. No other phase of school work is more im- 
portant for the welfare of the pupil than the foundation 
work in all subjects. The pupil is often handicapped for — 
life and his success in school may be seriously hindered 
by his remaining away from school. 

The competent teacher is the first essential for the 
successful school. Wages are higher than a few years 
ago, and the day of low salaries for teachers seems to be 
past. The expenditures for teaching are not excessive 
and out of proportion to the cost of living in general, in 
fact they are hardly up to the general level of costs to- 
day. These conditions are the result of the world war 
and we shall pay the costs for many years to come.

High School 

At the beginning of the school year we were fortun- 
ate in securing Mr. Max Harmon as Principal. A grad- 
~ uate of Buxton High School and a former teacher in the 
high school, Mr. Harmon was ready to take up the work 
without any delay. Mr. Harmon taught in Bristol High 
School one year after graduation from U. of M. An ex- 
cellent standard of scholarship has been maintained this 
year under his instruction. 

At the end of the Fall Term we were confronted 
with the serious problem of securing a teacher to fill the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss Libby. We 
regret that it was necessary for Miss Libby to leave us 
after 19 years of faithful service in Buxton High School. 
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A teacher of long standing experience is hard to replace, 
particularly a teacher of English literature. However 
we were fortunate in securing Miss Alida Rogers who is 
a graduate of Ann Arbor and a teacher of experience in 
English and Science Courses. 

Repairs, High School 

A large amount of very urgent repair work has been 
accomplished. It is especially pleasing to note the great- 
ly improved appearance of the high school building 
since it has been painted. This work was finished in a 
_very satisfactory manner, particularly in the treatment 
of the knots in the wooden pillars to secure the adhesion 
of the paint. 

There has been a long standing need of a supply 
closet for physical apparatus in the laboratory. Expen- 
sive apparatus has been broken as a result of inadequate 
room for storage. The new cabinet built this summer 
with glass doors affords not only ample storage but facil- 
itates the laboratory work. We are now well equipped 
for work in science. 

There are always minor repairs that are necessary 
in a building of this size but it should be a source of civic 
pride to maintain this splendid building in a proper con- 
dition of repair and working efficiency. 

The installing of the new water system and motor 
at the end of the last school year has proved very dis- 
appointing. ‘The system is working satisfactorily at 
present, but much trouble was encountered at first, due 
apparently to manner of assembling of the parts of the 
pump, and working conditions. 

The foundation has been thrown out from under the 
Bog Mill building by the action of frost and water. The 
long sections of concrete were jacked into position and 
securely cemented together and the walls protected 
against the action of the weather by a grading of gravel.

- While we are considering the ‘isketp of school build- 
ings; it is equally important to secure adequate pro- 
tection from fire. Extinguishers have been secured for 
the high school building and the building at Bar Mills. 
It is also desirable to consider the necessity of addi- 
tional insurance protection in these days of greatly in- 
creased costs. 

The building program of the past year ie been one 
of the most extensive in the history of the state. This 
has been true not only of the erection of new.school 
buildings, but many towns have already complied with 
the new law for 1924 relative to attached out buildings. 
lit seems desirable that some of this building requirement 
be completed during the ensuing year. It is economy to 
beild substantially and to use good material. One of the 
difficulties encountered in remodelling is that the aver- 
age building shows little planning for adaptation to 
present day needs and specifications. The question of 
height of ceiling, size of school room, size and location of 
yindows, method of heating and ventilation, and other 
problems relating to child welfare are to be considered.

To the Superintending School Commntree anid ‘Cte of r 
of the Town of Buxton, I herewith submit my first 
annual report concerning Samuel D. ne High | 
school: : 

_ school opened September. 11th with a cota registra 
tion of 57 pupils. During the fall term we had an aver- | 
age attendance of 51, but, owing to the unusual amount 

of snow this winter, together with several cases of ill- 

ness, the average attendance for the present term has 

been considerably less. We urge parents to keep their 

children in school whenever possible since this facilitates . 

the work of both pupil and teacher, besides allowing 

niore state funds to come to the town for the sages of 
the schools. 

, ‘The schedule remains practically the same as that 

for last year. We are endeavoring to maintain the same 

-Ingh standard of efficiency which the school has at- 

tained in previous years, and are offering the College 

Preparatory Course to those who intend to enter college. 

At the beginning of the present school year, six gradu- 

ates of the school were enrolled in colleges as follows: 

three at the University of Maine, one at Bates, one at 

- Syracuse University, and one at Cooper Institute of New 

York. An equal number of alumnae are attending 

Gorham Normal School.
